For  a general  Fall  crop,  sow  late  in  Summer  or  early  Autumn  the  flat  strap-leaved 
varieties  broadcast,  and  the  large,  round  varieties  in  drills.  If  you  have  never  grown 
Buist’s  Mammoth  Red  or  Purple  Top  Globe,  try  it;  it  can  be  sown  either  broadcast  or  in 
drills.  Ruta  Baga,  or  Swede,  should  be  sown  in  July  or  early  in  August,  and  always  in 
drills  20  inches  apart,  and  then  the  plants  thinned  out  to  stand  6 inches,  as  the  plants 
grow  ridge  up  to  them,  otherwise  they  will  form  no  bulbs. 

Sow  1 ounce  to  100  feet  of  drill;  1 bj  lbs.  to  acre  in  drills,  or  lbs.  broadcast; 
salad  varieties,  3 lbs.  to  acre.
